French Auto 
MagnateDies 
From Worry 


Andre Citroen, The 


“Henry Ford of 
France’, Recently 
Ousted From Giant 
Industry, Worries 


Self to Death. 


PARIS, July 3. — Andre Gustave 
Citroen, 57, the “Henry Ford of 
France”, weakened by grief over the 
Joss of his business, died in hospital 
today after a lingering illness. 

Citroen’s vast automobile plant, 
which was once estimated to be 
worth 2,000,000,000 francs, ~ was 
forced into recelvership December 
21, 1934, and its founder was fi- 
nally forced out of any active man- 
agement of his companies. 

The short, dapper engineer tried 
fo remain as technical adviser, 
but a financial investigation by aud- 
itors aroused such opposition from 
stockholders and creditors that Cit- 
roen finally disappeared, 

Half Normal Weight 
He wasted away under worry and 
went to the hospital several weeks 
ago — too late for an expected op- 
eration on his stomach. He weighed 
only 79 pounds — half his normal 
weight — when he succumbed.

Before he began developing small 
automobiles after the war, Citroen 
Was an obscure engineer, born in 
Paris, February 5, 1878, of a dia- 
mond family. 

He was associated before the war 
with a pioneer automobile works, ; 
|the Mors, no longer in existence, 
|and he was supposed to have made’ 
}a@ fortune during \ie war, manu- 
facturing munitions, 

Quick to realize the possibilities 
of mass production, Citroen began 
to put cheap cars on the French | 
market in 1919, 

From the manufacture of auto- 
mobiles Citroen branched out into 
allied fields, particularly in the de- 
velopment of motor bus lines. The!

In 6 Municipalities 


Municipalities of Lancaster, 
Port Rowan, Alvinston, 
Priceville, Holstein and 
Newstadt Are Benefited. 


Ontario Hydro last night an-/ 
nounced arrangements to ease 
overly heavy power costs burdening } 
a half-dozen municipalities. 


Lancaster, Port Rowan, ‘Alvinston, 
Priceville, Holstein and Neustadt 
were named as the benefited muni- 
cipalities. In the latter three a 
sharp reduction tn original domes- 
tic and commercial rates is fore- 
cast. 

In general the affected munici- 


palities had built up heavy~pow- 
ered Hydro plants to feed some 
large local industry, When the 


industry collapsed, it was explained 
last night, the local consumers were 
saddled with Hydro equipment far 
beyond their purses. As n° result 
they fell behind in their payments 


The Commission, Chairman T. 
Stewart Lyon announced, had 
worked out a settlement. This; he 
explained, will relieve these places 
of part of the capital expense of 
their own system-and of. part of 
the charges incurred by the Com- 
mission when the heayy equipment 
was installed. 

*The result of the rearrangement 
of capital ang capital charges,” the 
Commission Chatrman said, “is that. 
they will be placed in the position 
of paying for future power in full”

When the voters of the Province 
of New Brunswick went to the polls 
yesterday and put to rot the exist- 
Ing Conservative Government and 
returned a Liberal Government to 
power with a majority of 43 seats 

5, the landslide had Its effect on 
the followers of the two principal 
political faiths In Lindsay and the 
riding generally and many of them 
have expressed opinions on the pos- 
sibility of the New Brunswick yic- 
tory being an indication of what 
might be expected in the coming 
Federal Election and have stated 
thelr own personal reaction to the 
results In New Brunswick. 

Several men prominent in each of 
the two major parties, consented to 
make statements for a reporter this 
morning regarding their opinions 
on the above subject and a diver- 
sity of opinion has been the result. 
Some refused to make any state- 
ment because they had not studied 
the matter fully enough to allow: 
them to pass an opinion. B. L. Mec- 
Lean, the first man approached, 
stated; “I have not studied the sit- 
uation in New Brunswick at all, and 
T don’t know what the issues of ‘the 
election were so I am not qualified 
to make any statement.” Mr, Mc- 
Lean named several others who 
might be glad to say something. A 
prominent Liberal business “man, 
who did not wish to ‘be quoted, stat- 
ed that the rout was just what 
wowd happen here in the coming 
Federal Election. 

A, J. Campbell 

A, J, Campbell, a prominent Lib- 
eral, also felt that the New Bruns- 
wick affair was just an indication 
of what to expect in the Federal 
Election. “This is admitted iby sev- 
eral of my Tory friends,” said Mr. 
Campbell. 


J. W.Deyell 

J, W. Deyell, secretary of the Lib- 
eral-Conservatiye Association, felt 
that the Provinelal clections are 
for¢ign to Federal elections and are 
decided on thelr’ own issues just as 
Municipal elections. “Federal mem- 
bers, as far as I could see, did not 
take a very prominent part in the 
campaign in New Brunswick,” he 
Sald. “Under present conditions 
there's a tendency to vote against 
governments but it is conceded by 
many outstanding Liberals that 
Premier Bennelt has piloted Can- 
ada through five years of difficul- 
Ues with signal success."’ 

Newton Smale 

Newton Smale, of the Victorla 
Trust nnd Savings Co., was of thc 
opinion that the people will naturai- 
ly vote against governments that 
are in power when they are sufler- 
ing from economic Ills, These times 
are hard on governments, said Mr. 
Smale. The people are looking for 
a change and they look to new 
governments to relleye them of all 
thelr economic fills, He felt that 
governments in power at the pres- 
ent time were under a great handi- 
cap and unlikely to receive justice 
at the hands of the voters. 

L. M. Frost, K.C. 

L. M. Frost, K.C,, a prominent 
Conservative, and defented candi- 
date at the last Provincial election, 
had much the same opinion as Mr. 
Deyell, “The life of governments 
since the war has not been long,” 
nid Mx. Frost, “The Old Country 
has witnessed several new admin- 
istrations and this {s true of most 
of our administrations in Canade.

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BLEACHING QAULIFLOWERS 


Late Crops Are Best Grown From 
Seed 


Gardeners who hesitate to grow 
cauliflower in the home garden be- 
cause they think cauliflower in 
the market has a cheaper com~- 
plexion, are needlessly fearful. To 
bleach the heads and keep them 
that delightful) creamy white that 
makes this vegetable so tempting 
in appearance, it is only necessary 
wo start as soon as the head be- 
gins to take definite form to pro- 
tect it from the sun. This is! done 
by tying the outside leaves loosely 
together at their tips and watching 
the growth of the plant ta see that 
the developing head is kept shaded. 

In cooking, the snowy whiteness 
may be preserved or even made to 
appear whiter by proper methods. 
If cauliflower is overcooked it be- 
comes pink. It must be blanched 
and cooked in an open vessel to 
remain white. Let it boil 3 min- 
utes, then plunge in cold water 
until thoroughly cool, Return to 
the boiling water and 15 minutes 
of actual boiling will finish the 
task. 

For early cauliflower it will be 
necessary to buy plants at this 
season to be sure of a good crop. 
Start seeq for the later crop which 
is really the easiest to grow. Caull- 
flower has one resemblance to the 
radish, it makes a fast quick 
growth in cool weather and is in- 
clined to languish in hot weather. 
For this reason it should be started 


early to make its growth in the: 


cooler spring months or later to 
make its growth in the cool fall 
months. 

It is also necessary for the pro- 
tection of the heads to slay the 
insect enemies with great thor- 
oughness right at the start. Enemy 
‘No. 1 is the cabbage worm. Slug- 
shot pyrox, or other arsenate of 
lead mixtures will get them and 
should be applied before the heads 
start. 


In later applications do not get 
the spray upon the curd, or white 
portion of the cauliflower. 

There is no inherent difficulty in 
raising cauliflowers. They require 
exactly the same treatment as 
cabbages with the exception of 
caring for the blanching of the 
heads so that they will be white 
and protected from disfigurement 
by insects.

PLANT CARROTS AND TURNIPS 
INTO JULY 


They Are Excellent Crops to Follow 


Lettuce or Radishes; Young 
Roots Best 
Carrots and turnips are vege- 


tables to plant until July. The 
supply of baby carrots can be 
maintained only by successive 
plantings and the carrot in its in- 
fancy has now displaceg the ma- 
ture vegetable in popular esteem 
ang rightly so as it has a tender- 
ness. and delicacy of flayor lacking 
in the full grown vegetable, We 
have also learned that the young 
turnip, fresh pulled, Js better than 
the mature root which formerly 
was the only form in which it was 
eaten, Young turnips with their 
green tops are now a staple market 
commodity. The tops or turnip 
greens wre also an excellent article 

for the table. , 

The second week in July is the 
traditional time to plant turnips 
for the mature roots for winter 
storage. They are a contvenierit 
follow crop for the early peas which 
are done bearing in July. The 
vines can be pulled up and turnips 
planted in the patch, Carrots can 
be employeq in the same manner. 

Plant the turnips in rows, The 
old-time style was to broadcast 
ang rake in the seed, Better tur- 
nips, more uniform and regular in 
size can be obtained by planting 
them in rows, thinning to six 
inehés apart and keeping them 
cultivated. The old style gardener 
used to turn the turnips loose to 
take care of themselves which they 
did ang produced good turnips, bul 
they will do much better when 
given the aid of good gardening 
and allowing any vegetable to 
struggle for ite life with weeds 4s 
not good gardening. 

Carrots are much better quality 
when taken care of. First of all it 
should be thinned to four inches 
apart, Then the soil should be 
kept stirred ang the baby carrots 
will grow amazingly and be ready 
to pull for the table in larger

with too close family relations. 
Carrots ang turnips are excellent 
crops to follow lettuce, spinach and 
young onions, Do not plant tur- 
nips to follow radishes. They are 
of the same family and the same 
races of plants should not be used 
as follow crops for the kindred. 
Tt is now time to put in summer 
radishes, a large rooted type that 
makes fine radishes in summer and 
does not get pithy «nd strong as 
do the early spring types in hot 
Weather. Summer radishes can 
follow the early spring leaf crops 
as the lettuce and spinach. 
ing these root crops now will keep 
the garden working full time.

ROSES OLD AND NEW 

Although this is the day of the 
hybrid scentless rose, the (sweet- 
smelling ungrafted Irish rose has 
not been driven from the Dominion. 
Its delicate perfume still permeates 
the summer evening air in many 
a Canadian garden and flourishes 
as of old. The hybrid may be more 
beautiful to the eye but it lacks that 
fragrance which lends an inexpres- 


Holland is a country which has de- 
veloped the hybrid to a very high 
degree of perfection and from there 
Canada gets an immense quantity 
of rose bushes every year. In 1934 


was 285,000, Holland alone supply- 
ing 125,000 bushes. Great Britain 
sent 90,000, and the rest came from 
Denmark, France, Belgium, Italy, 
and the United States. The beginner 
in rose growing would do well to 
keep to hybrid perpetuals for a sea- 
son or two before attempting to 
grow hybrid -teas, which, though 


hardy and less ,vigorous in 
habit of growth. Safe varieties for 
the beginner are Hugh Dickson, red, 


Druschki, white. Climbing roses need 


growing. Some of the hardiest, men- 
tioned in “Spring Work in the Rose 
Garden” 
Department of Agriculture, are Dor- 
othy Perkins, pink; Flower of Fair- 
field, red; Goldfinish, cream white; 
Tausendschon, pink; Paul's Scarlet, 
climber, and the bright red Blaze. 
the latter two blooming throughout 
the season under some conditions. 


THE 32ND SHEEP COUNTRY 
As a result of the Government 
lamb feeding policy by which young 
Western lambs, are made ready in 
Eastern Canada for market, much 
more jamb is being eaten in Can- 
ada than formerly. At the same time 
Mm spite of the advance of the taste 
for lamb, Canadians are among the 
smallest consumers of mutton and 
lamb among the great nations. With 
regard to the consamption of other 
foods, Canada is second to, none, 
and in fact with respect to eggs is 
far and away the egg-eating cham- 
pion of the world, Probaloly the ren- 
son for the deficiency in lamb eat- 
ing is to be found in the smallness 
of the Canadian flocks and in the 
fact that hitherto sheep have been 
bred principally for the sake of their 
wool. However, nowadays, plenty of 
fresh lainb !s to be obtained in the 
shops, although Canada cannot 
claim to be a great sheep country, 
There are actually nol as many as 
three and a half million of sheep in 
the Dominion, whereas in a small 
country like Seotland there are 
more’ than double that amount. Ac- 
tually, there are 31 countries in the 
world with more sheep than Can- 
ada, The great sheep country of the 
world, of course, is Australia with 
113,000,000 grazing upon the land. 
This ts more than double the num- 
iber of sheep in the United States, 
in South Africa, or in Soviet Russia 
which have around 50 million each. 
In a comparatively small country 
like New Zealand there are nearly 
30 million sheep. Still, it is to be 
remembered that ithe Canadlan 
sheep breeder has to contend with 
predatory animals, dogs in the East 
wolves in the North, and coyotes in 
the West,

King Canute was the fellow who 
set up his throne on the beach and 
said to the tide, “Stay out!

All he got for his trouble 
was wet feet. 


But here in this sardine-and- 
summer-resort metropolis at the 
northeasternmost tip of the United 
States, President Roosevelt is talk- 
ing to the tide in another tone.

ORGANIC AND FUNCTIONAL 
MENTAL AILMENTS 
Among the difficulties about 
mental symptoms is to decide which 
are due to some real trouble with 
the ‘brain or nervous system, and 
which are due to circumstances, 
mode of ‘bringing up by the par- 
ents, simple nervousness, or other 
causes not organic, or functional as 

they are called. 

Dr. George Riddock, in the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal, points out tha‘ 
there are certain symptoms that are 
easily recognized as due to real or 
organic trowdle in the brain or ner- 
vous system, For instance, sudden 
diploplia (double vision) or misty 
vision in one eye, ought to make one 
suspect organic trouble. 

Certain other symptoms are al- 
Ways a sign of organic trouble such 
as difficulty in speaking or in swal- 
lowing, the continuous Sideways 
moving or rolling of the eyeballs. 
alterations in the electrical’ reac- 
llons of the eye muscles, inequality 
of the abdominal reflexes and other 
definite symptoms. 

“On the other hand, the ‘history 
ofa psychoncurotic, that Is the pa- 
tlent without true organic mental 
trowble, almost always shows a ten- 
deney from childhood onward to 
‘face trouble badly, In fact, the neu- 
rotic or psychoneurotic is a person 
who is unable to strike a bargain 
with existence.” 

These patients have always dodg~ 
ed responsibility, want to play 
games their own way or they won't 
play, think they are being unjustly 
dealt with or persecuted. 

However, Dr. Riddock warns his 
fellow’ physiolans that tt would be 
unwise to call a patient a neurotic 
or psychoneurotic (that is as hav- 
Ing no real mental allment), with- 
oul considering bis whole make-up 
and circumstances. 

While the close consideration of 
the signs and symptoms ts of the 
utmost value, the investigation of 
the behaviour of the individual as a 
whole, in the past es in the presént, 
will really determine whether the 
trouble is or is not organic, Gener- 
ally speaking om individual will not 
change his behaviour suddenly un- 
less there is organic trouble, but tt 
is now known that infected teeth, 
tonsils or Intestine can cause a de- 
clded change ‘in behaviour. 

“Tt ts well to remember also that 
an individual who is a neurotic (no 
organic trouble) may develop organ- 
fe troubles just like other people, 
and also a person may become men- 
tally unstable us a result of anxiety 
about iiness of any kind which at- 


tacks him.

TEETH AND TOOTHACHE 

A few years ago dentists and phy- 
siclans were of the opinion that 
clyllized man would within the fol- 
lowing 50 years have such poor 
teeth ‘that he would be unable to 
chew ordinary foods and would be 
eating only specially prepared foods. 
Today your dentist and doctor 
will tell you that future generations 
should have better teeth than the 
present generation because mothers 
will be eating the right kinds of 
food before the child is born, the 
child will be given the right foods 
to eat to develop strong teeth and 
will brush his teeth regularly to 
prevent decay from the outside. 
The foods that build teeth and 
prevent decay are those that are 
rich in vitamins and minerals, par- 
ticularly lime (calcium). Every 
growing child should have a quart 
of milk per day. There is no other 
food equal in calcium value to milk; 
the next in calcium richness come 
the leafy vegetables and eggs. Milk 
products like cheese and butter are 
of course rich in lime. 
However, once decay sets in, all 
the decayed tissue must be removed, 
a filling inserted, or if the decay has 
extended into root so that the root 
is wasting away, the tooth showd 
be remoyed. 
This decay often sets up tooth- 
ache which is one of the meanest 
pains to which humans are sub- 
ject. The decay should be gently 
cleared away as much as possible 
with a tooth pick, and a small), 
pledget of absorbent cotton moist- 
ened with oil of cloves, creosote or 
carbolic acid, gently inserted in the 
cavity of the tooth. Another pack- 
ing may have to be put in in threc 
or four hours. 
While this will stop the pain the 
tcoth should be seen as soon as 
possible by your dentist who will 
save the tooth for you by cleansing 
it out thoroughly, removing all de- 
cay and then inserting 2 gold, ce- 
ment, or amalgum filling. 
If however the pulp (nerve and 
pbloodvessels) has become infected 
your dentist will try to save the 
tooth by removing the pulp (or 
nerve as it is called) and putting in 
a filling all the way down the roov. 
If an Xray examination shows 
that there is infection beyond the 
root, that is into the socket where 
the tooth lies, he will extracts the 
tooth.

Wreck of Ship is Found 
In Creek Near Midland

Be Like Those 
covered on Famous 
Nancy. , 


MIDLAND, July 5—The remains 
of what is believed to have been a 
ship of the same period as the 
famous Nancy have been unearth- 
edin the bed of creek at Woodland 
Beach, 20 miles from here. An 
oak keel, in three pieces 24 feet 
long ang twelve inches by eight 
inches in thickness, two pieces of 
what is thought to be the ribs of 
the ship and a brass lamp brackep 
have already been dug out of the 
creek bed, and other pieces of the 
keel are still imbedded in the sand. 

The wood of the keel and ribs 
was blackened by flame, indicating 
that the ship was run into the creek 
and burned. The creek, which is 
on the property of Freq Barrick, of 
21 Holwood Avenue, Toronto, & 
summer resident at the beach, is 
now but a small stream of water, 
but within the memory of the older 
inhabitants was much larger and 
five feet or more deep. A hundred 
years ago, before it became choked 
up with sand and waterweeds, it 
would easily have been large enough 
to accommodate a fairly large 
ship of the period. 


Pred Barrick, who discovered the 
remains of the hull while clean- 
ing out the creek with J. Wilson, 
18 Cherrywood Ave., Toronto, and 
‘W. Lawrence and his son, George, 
of 44 Rowntree Ave, Toronto, 
states that the square hand 
wrought spikes are identical with 
those found in the wreck of the 
Nancy, which was raised from the 
mouth of the Nottawasaga River 
just four miles along the lake- 
shore. 

“Z was one of the first to see the 
Nancy's hull, and these spikes are 
exactly the same as the ones IT 
found on her,” Barrick said. 

B. Whelan, 20 Glenhurst Ave., 
Toronto, who has had a summer 
home at Woodland Beach for the 
past 14 years and is the oldest resl- 
dent on the beach, is also certain 
that the newly discovered ship is 
of the Nancy fleet. “I am sure this 
boat was burnt the same time as 
the Nancy was wrecked,” he says.

., It is, of the utmost importance 
that anglers take untiring care of

But fourteen million faithful Mos- 
lems and Hindus can't be wrong, 
and they will tell you that the 
Nizam of Hyderabad is a yery real 
Person. His Exalted Highness, Sir 
Mir Osman Ali, related to the great 
Moguls who used to rule the In- 
dian empire and a direct descend- 
ant of Abu Bakr, father-in-law of 
Mohammed, founder of the Mos- 
Jem religion, and first Khalifa after 
the founder's death, 


That alone would give the Niz- 
am distinction, but he has many 
other calls to prominence. His na- 
Uve, semi-independent state in In- 
dia is the second largest of all the 
native states and by far the wealth- 
jest. It lies athwart the Indian sub- 
continent separating the predom- 
inantly Hindu south from the Mos- 
Jem north. Hyderabad is almost as 
Jarge. as Great Britain. The most 
of its people are Hindus in religion 
Whereas the Nizam and his prin- 
cipal nobles are all Moslems, 
Regarded Richest Man in World 

But there is still another fact 
that marks him out. According to 
Sir William Barton, who has been 
British Resident to Hyderabad, the 
Nizam {8 the richest man on earth. 
He could make American multi- 
millionaires look like pikers. His 
priceless jewels — gorgeous dia- 
monds, rubles and emeralds—alone 
are’ said to be worth $150,000,000. He 
is one of those chaps, who, if he 
cafed for ostentation, could wear 
Pigeon-blood rubies for vest but- 
toris, and the rubles each would be 
worth a’ king's’ ransom, He also 
owns vast amounts of Jand, baz- 

‘dats, -housés, ‘enormous accumula- 
‘tons of gold bullion and coin and 
has a civil list of $5,000 per day.

It will cost him a small 
fortune. Camels, elephants, motor 
lorries, gorgeous cars will make the 
trip across Arabian sands. She will 
have her own special food and 
water supplies and an ambulant el- 
ectric light plant. A palace has 
been rented for her in Mecca. 

As befits a man of his greatness 
in the Moslem world, he arranged 
splendid matches for his two sons. 
One married the daughter of the 
former Sultan of Turkey and the

The party would 
have for its object a “reconstruction 
and reform program” similar to 
that which he had been advocating 
for the past eighteen months, the 
former Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce stated. The name and plat- 
form of the new party will be an- 
nounced in a week’s time. 

The new party would be “in the 
fight” very soon, and anticipated 
putting up candidates in all con- 
Stituencles in the coming general 
election. He would make a trans- 
Canada speaking tour as soon as 
the campaign was launched. 

Met In Hamilton 

His decision was made during the 
week-end after a conference with 
@ provisional executive of the new 
organization composed of Warren 
Cook, Toronto; Thomas D. Lisson, 
Hamilton, and Thomas V. Bell, 
Montreal, “three prominent and 
moderate-sized business men.” The 
deputation had come to Ottawa 
following a meeting in Hamilton, 
Friday, of representatives from the 
different Provinces representing 
varlous classes of people in Canada, 
Mr. Stevens said. 

“On Saturday last,” Mr, Stevens 
Stated, in an announcement issued, 
“a delegation representing many 
thousands of citizens resident in all 
parts of Canada waited upon me 
and presented a petition asking that

The announcement of the former 
Minis#er was made at a press con- 
ference. Headquarters of the new 
organization will be In Ottawa. He 
would be a candidate in the general 
election, Mr. Stevens stated In an- 
swer to a volley of questions, at- 
though he did not indicate in what 
constituency. East Kootenay, B.C., 
which he had represented In Par- 
liament, had nob held its Conserva- 
tive convention to select a standard- 
bearer, he remarked, “but naturally 
I will not be running as a Conserva- 
tive candidate,” 

The three delegates had present- 
ed him with a petition from the 
Hamilton meeting, the former min- 
ister sald. While Mr. Cook was Pres- 
ident of the Garment Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, Mr, Bell was head 
of a printing and binding business 
in Montreal, and Mr. Lisson was 
well-known in the publishing busi- 
ness in Hamilton, the three “simply 
are acting as citizens.” ‘ 

Since resigning his portfollo last 
October as n Minister of the Crown 
Mr. Stevens said he had received 
about 20,000 letters. They represent- 
ed cross-sections of the country.

Free Toxoid 
For Residents 
Of ‘Mariposa 


Dr. G. W. Hall, Medical Health 
Officer for the Township of Mari- 
posa, {s going to hold a series ot 
‘health clinies for the Purpose of 
improving the health of those in 
the township. The object of these 
clinics 1s to vaccinate the people 
against a possible sickness of diph- 
theria, 

The Government is supplying 9 
sufficient quantity of toxoid to be 
used free of charge to all in Marl- 
posa wishing to he vaccinated. Not 
only are they desirous that the older 
people come but Dr. Hall urges that 
it 1s of the utmost importance for 
School children and those not yet 
old enough to attend school, to be 
on hand, 

These vaccination clinics will 
commence on Monday, July 15, 1935 
and will be glven at the Commun- 
ity Hall, Little Britain, at the hours 
of 2.00 up to 4,00 every week, and 
on Thursday, July 18, 1936, at the 
Oakwood Community Hall, The 
Toxold, a preventative against diph- 
therla, ts to be given free of charge 
The clinics are to extend over a 
period of three weeks, and it takes 
three doses, a. week apart to im- 
munize, so \t 1s of the utmost im- 
portance to attend thelr first clinic. 
The people of the district no 
doubt realize the seriousness of 
Diphtheria and therefore it is hop- 
ed that everyone In the Township 
of Mariposa will take advantage of 
this wonderful prevention against 
this dreaded disease and attend 
these clinics regularly.

Coolest Spot 


The heat yesterday was terrific 
but there was only one casualty re- 
ported, that of a transient who was 
overcome on the corner of Kent 
and Lindsay Streets. He fell for- 
ward on his face cutting his nose 
badly and splitting his mouth 
considerably, Within a few min- 
utes, however, he was recovered 
enough to go over to the Central 
Garage and wash the signs of the 
accident from his face. 

‘About 8 o'clock this morning two 
or three business men were noticed 
hurrying to work minus their coats 
and vests, anq perspiring freely. 
One of the gentlemen had a fair 
sized electric fan under his arm, 
The sight of this might easily lead 
to the fact that at one time or 
other he had been a Boy Scout and 
their slogan, “Be™ Prepared, ” “had 
been impressed on his mind. 

The main ‘street or the town was 
exceptionally ‘warm, registering in 
some places as high as 89 degrees. 
A visit to a Yew of the places in 
town where the temperatures have 
an exceptional range “gives the fol- 
lowing story: 

‘The stores listed are a few of the 
more extreme in. change: The Olym- 
pla Tea Room proved to be the 
hottest and the coldest place that 
was visited. The kitchen where 
most of the cooking and heavier 
work is done registered 119 degrees 
and their cold storage was in direct 
contrast being some 7 degrees be- 
low zero. 

The Arcadian Grill also showed a 
‘big change in temperatures, the 
kitchen being in the neighborhood 
of 110 degrees and the ice plant in 
the vicinity of 18 degrees above 
zero. 

The Lindsay Creamery was com- 
paratively cool, the room where 
they dump the milk being a mere 
100 degrees. The four storage 
Tooms averaged 10 degrees above 
zero. 

Despite the wide range in temper- 
ature found in the rear of these 
two popular eating. places, the 
section used by the patrons is air 
conditioned, making these places 
cool and refreshing. 

At the Sylvester manufacturing 
Co. the situation was entirely re- 
versed, the usually cool office was 
in the nelghborhoog of 80 degrees, 
the shop itself 65 degrees and in 
the foundry itself where the heat 
is greatest during the time they 
are emptying the moulds reaching 
as high as 150 degrees, This was 
the coolest place In the whole plant, 
about 55 degrees above zero. 

The Purity Bakery today was 
close to 115 and the National Bak- 
ery offices and shop were aon even 
100. (These places would be ex- 
ceptionally nice to work in when 
the weather is around 30 below 
zero some winter). 

At Martin's Honey Dew the front 
part was around 655 degrees and 
their bake-shop néarly 115 degrees. 
The stores on both ends ‘of the 
street, In comparison with the ones 
in the middle of the block were 
the cooler’ except’ in’ one or two 
cases, nt 

The Town Hall ‘has under the 
one roof without doubt the hottest 
and coldest spots in the town. In 
the Mayor's office the temperature 
ranges everywhere from the spot 
at which high blood pressure hegins 
and at times keeps rising until a 
new thermometer has to be pur- 
chased, Of course, this tempera- 
ture drovs back to almost freezing. 
The position of the temperature 
largely depends on the visitor to 
the office and his business, 

Just through the hall is the 
Police Station, they have a warm 
reception for every one of their 
visitors, Over to one side {fs their 
cooling system. It is very up-to- 
date, very simple fn design, but at 
the same time {is annoyingly effec- 


tive. There are a few things 
brought into the office which, if 
allowed to become much warmer 


would spoil in a short time, there- 
fore with as little delay as possible 
they are tagged and placed in the 
“coolar” ang allowed to simmer 
down. The rising of temperature 
usually comes after their release 
and they receive a bill for profes- 
sional service. 

The heat so far hasn't been too 
bad, but cheer up, there is only two 
more monthe of summer and then 
everyone can run around freezing 
to death and wishing they were as 
warm as they are now.

Assured Provincial 
Legislation for By- 
Laws to Set Standard 
for Residential Build- 
ings. 

TORONTO, July 9. — Toronto 
may proceed at once with a slum 
clearance program, assured of the 
assistance of the Ontario govern- 
ment in consolidating municipal by- 
laws necessary to the scheme. 


Hon. David Croll, Minister of 
Public Welfare and Municipal Af- 
fairs, sent a letter to Mayor Simp- 
son today, promising that, at the 
next session of the Legislaure, fur- 
ther permissive legislation would 
permit municipalities to pass by- 
laws specifically requiring property- 
owners to raise dwelling houses to a 
fixed standard of decency, comfort 


| and sanitation. 


Since the legislation will be retro- 
| active, Toronto may proceed at once 
with its program. 


“The Government has agreed 
| whole-heartedly to facilitate im- 
| provement of housing conditions in 
Toronto, along the linss which wo

The Christian often knows noth- 
ing of the effect of open Christian 
life lived before men with all the 
flags flying. Example—A little more 
than two hundred years ago an old 
puritan doctor wrote a book, and 
died without knowing that it had 
been of any use to anyone. As to 
who he is we are still in doubt but 
he called his book “The Bruised 
Reed.” Richard Baxter was con- 
verted by reading “The Bruised 
Reed,” and he wrote a book “A Call 
to the Unknown.” Phylip Dodder- 
idge was converted by reading Bax- 
ter’s book and he himself wrote 
“The Rise and Progress in the Soul’’ 
William Wilberforce read Dodder- 
idge's book and he wrote “A Prac- 
tieal View of Christianity.” That 
book went north and south. In the 
North, Thomas Chalmers read it, 
and he set all Scotland on fire for 
God. In the South Leigh Richmond 
read it and it inspired him to write 
“The Datryman’s Daughter,” a book 
which has made God real to many. 
An unknown book, by an unknown 
writer, and no one can see the end 
of the Influence it spreads! The 
point is that, because it lay largely 
with writing books, we can trace the 
influence. It is matter of literary 
criticism. If we had any means of 
tracing it, we should find that the 
spoken word has the same kind of, 
glorious history spoken by people 
often in great timidity of soul; but 
one loving spirit sets another on fire 
and the word, the look, the hand- 
shake, the silent life, fave just. as 
thrilling a history as the old Pur- 
itan’s book.

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Conservation of Fish 


Stressed at 


J. McCartney of Fish 
and Game Dept. Ask- 
éd Co-operation Of 


Individuals in Pre- 
serving Fish and 
Game 


John MacCartney, of the Depart- 
ment of Game and Fisherles of On- 
tarlo, was the guest speaker at the 
regular weekly Rotary Luncheon 
held in the Benson House at noon 
on Monday. Mr, MacCartney delly- 
ered a splendid address in which he 
appealed to individual fishermen 
and sportsmen as well as associa- 
tions to do their utmost to conserve 
the fish and game of the province 
in order that It may serve to bring 
enjoyment and recreation to future 


generations. He was introduced to 
the meeting by Rotarian Robert 
Harpur, 


President Matt. Winter occupled 
the chair for the first time as Presi- 
dent of the Lindsay Rotary Club 
And after the toast to the King the 
regular business was dealt with. A 
proposition regarding the selling of 
tickets on a car was left in the 
hands of the executive. Rotarian 
James Mackey reported on the suc- 
cess of his bowling rink at the Ro- 
tary tournament sponsored by the 
Toronto Rotary Club. 

Mr. MacCartney 

The speaker stated in the opening 
of his brief address that while not 
an official title the name of Obser- 
vation Officer of the Game and 
Fisheries Department might be ac- 
curate to describe his duties. H 
stated that he was speaking in var- 
ious parts of the proyince in con- 
nection with a campaign of conser- 
vation of game and fish in the 
province, We are, he said, trying to 
instil into the minds of the people 
the necessity for conservation of 
game. In view of the great tourist 
trade which !s considered one of or 
finest industries we should try to 
keep the attraction for tourists al- 
ways to the fore and once the fish- 
ing in ‘his district is depleted the 
tourists will go elsewhere. The tour- 
ists will come as long as the fish are 
there, so why kill the goose that 
lays the golden eggs? 

The speaker carried his listeners 
back to the days of the earliest cly- 
flization of this country when the 


trees were filled with birds, the 
woods with wild game and the 
streams teeming with fish, He 


Nature's balance 

was maintained and during the 
time the Indians were in control 
this balance was maintained. When 
the white men came in the forests 
were cut, roads were built, streams 
were dammed and other things were 
done consistent with progress all of 
which tended to decrease the num- 
bers of birds, animals and fish in 
the more thickly populated sections. 
The result as we see \t today is a 
total lack of game hunting in 
southern Ontario and a scarcity of 
fishing. 

The purpose of the Game and 
isherles Department is to con- 
serve what is left of the game and 
fishing of Ontario. 

There are still plenty of fish in 
our lakes and {t is our Job to keep 
them from becoming extinct. We 
should individually conserve a5 
much as possible in our manner of 
taking fish and game as ft Is a 
problem to which we should give 
serious consideration. Tlie depletion 
of civilization and because of this 
has been going on since the advent 
we realize that the balance of Na- 
ture co.ld not survive the influx ot 
sportsmen. 

In connection with big game, we 
have to go quite a piece north to 
‘and our deer and each ycar they 
are being driyen farther and farth- 
er north. People have hunted so 
wastefully that deer ore becoming 
‘comparatively searce and are be- 
ing driven farther north, 

The speaker outlined some of the 
work of the department in counter- 
acting this depletion referring first 
to the fish hatcherles situated in 
different parts of the province. In 
1933 441,325,524 fish were put in the 
Jakes and streams of Ontario, only 
a small proportion of what is nec- 
essary to restock the waters because 
of the comparatively small pro- 
portion of these fish that mature.

There jis a great 
deal of illegal hunting and fishing 
going on and it Is geogrmphically 
impossible for a game warden to be 
everywhere as we are asking that 
the individual sportsman assume o 
litt¥e nore responsibility in this 
matter and co-operate with the De- 
partment of Game and Fisheries in 
this work 

(iL M. Frost moved a_ vote of 
thanks to the speaker and in doing 
so made several remarks about the 
fish of this district. He asked sev- 
eral guest fishermen who were pres- 
ent to say a few words, Dr. H. Ir- 
yine, J. W. Grayestock and A. M. 
Fulton. 

Dr. Irvine stated Unat the local as- 
sociation was somewhat inactive at 
the present time although the re- 
marks of the speaker were of par- 
ticular interest locally, 

Mr. Gravestock stated that it was 
one of the nest things this present 
government has done in sending 
men like Mr, MacCartney to have 
personal contact with the fishing 
associations and fishermen of the 
province. He attacked the goyern- 
ment and past government for dir- 
ecting the income of the game and 
fisheries department to other uses 
instead of using it to conserve game 
and fish. He stated that the govern- 
ments had been allowed to do this 
long enough and they should be 


stopped. 
In regard to the local Anglers’ 
Association, Mr. Grayestock stated 


that it should be started again and 
a live association could do a greac 
deal of good for the fishing facili- 
tles of this locality. 

A. M. Fulton spoke very briefly on 
the local associatin and cmpliment- 
ed the speaker on his fine address. 
He paid tribute to Game Overseer 
R. D, Windsor, of Lindsay, who “is} 
the best overseer we haye ever had.” 

Newton Smale moved that a res-| 
olution be sent to the Ontario Gov- 
enment from the Lindsay Rotary 
Club to the effect that revenue of 
the Game and Fisheries Depart- 
ment should be used to conserve 
game and fishing in Ontario and 
not for any other purpose.

“writing” means as the doctor care- 
fully reads it, The electro-cardio- 
graph simply records how the heart 
is beating—the strength of the first 
beat which pushes the pure blood 
from the left side of the heart 
through the large vessel above it 
to all parts of the body, and the 
strength of the second beat which 
pushes the used or impure blood 
from the right side to the lungs on- 
ly, to be purified. 


There is a “spot” or node in the 
apper right side of the heart which 
is the “pacemaker” setling the pace 
for the heart rate, and also two oth- 
er nodes which start the heart con- 
tracting, but the trouble is that ev- 
ery cell in the heart has the power 
of contracting and may start the 
heart contracting “out of turn.” 

Thus when the heart doesn’t beat 
in its regular way it may be due to 
some trouble in one of tle three 
regular “nodes” or some single ce)) 
may be starting the contractions. 
Moreover the natural impulses to 
make the heart beat may be “block- 
ed” at some point; thus heart block 
doesn’t mean that the heart is 
“plocked” with blood; but the nerve 
impulses causing: the heart beat 
have been blocked or interfered 
with in some way. 


Dr. Chauncey CG. Maher, in a talk 
before the Metical Round Table of 
Chicago, said that when the heart 
beat very fast (200 to the minute) 
when there were extra complete 
beats, when the heart missed now 
and thea, or when the’first and sec- 
ond beats ran together, it showed. 
trouble with heart muscle, with the 
vessel feeding the heart muscle, or 
with the node or spot where the 
impulses start. 


By reading the “writing” made 
by the electro-cardiograph and com- 
paring with the writing made by @ 
normal heart, the trouble and Its 
probable cause could ke learned just 
as the Xray, film reveals trouble in 
the lungs, stomach or elsewhere in 
the body. 


The up-strokes are the “wavas”” 
made by the heart when jt pumps 
the blood. The height of these up- 
strokes or if they are nearly “lev- 
el” or even below level when thoy 
should extend upward, gives valu- 
able information to the physician. 

These machines are usually found 
only in hospitals and in the offices 
of heart specialists because like an 
efficient Xray outfit they are cost- 
ly to install. Your doctor makes use 
of he electro-cardiograph as he 
joes the Xray, when he wishes to 
confirm his own: findings.

He open- 
ed his speech by the assertion that 
he didn’t care whether the listen- 
ers liked what he was going to say 
or not, Dr, Palmer is a native of 
Ulster and a prominent Orange- 
man. He is pastor of a church in 
Port Hope and has been active in 
Orange Organizations for many 
years. He was actively connected 
with Gen. Sir Sam. Hughes during 
the years of the war.

Here today, surrounded by these 
tokens of mortality—by the grassy 
mounds that cover the remains of 
those that once lived — the monu- 
mental tablets that record their his- 
tory, and the epitaphs that tell their 
virtues—we are forcibly reminded of 
the perishable nature of the things 
of time. ‘To every man upon earth, 
death cometh, soon or late.’ Wealth 
cannot bribe him to remain away;

Rotary Club 
To Hold Clinic 
On Saturday 


Crippled Children In Victoria 
And Haliburton Counties 
Will Be Benefitted—In Ross 
Memorial Hospital 


The Lindsay Totary Olub, since 
1922 has carried on extensive work 
among crippled children in Victor- 
ja and Haliburton Counties. In this 
work the Club has cooperated with 
the Ontario Crippled Children's So- 
ciety and at the present time every 
member of the club is a member of 
the Ontario Crippled Children’s So- 
ciety by virtue of his membership in 
the Rotary Club. 

In order to further this work the 
Lindsay Club is holding a Crippled 
Children's Clinic at the Ross Mem- 
orial Hospital on Saturday, July 20. 
commencing at 9am, Dr. John 
MacDonald, a specialist from the 
Sick Ohildren’s Hospital of Toronto 
will conduct the clinic, assisted by 
local doctors, Rotarian Dr. F, A. 
Logan and Rotarian L. M. Frost, 
K. C., haye been largely responsible 
for the preliminary arrangements 
and much of the success of the un- 
dertaking rests with them. 


The clinic is to be open to all 
children of Victoria and Haliburton 
Counties up to eighteen years of age. 
The purpose of this work is to pro- 
vide assistance to children whose 
parents are unable by reason of fin- 
ancial or other difficulties to have 
the work performed themselves. The 
Rotary Club makes arrangements 
for free advice at the clinics held 
from time to time, and depending 
upon the advice of the doctors, 
treatment is given at the Sick Chil- 
dren's Hospital or any other proper 
institutions and appliances are sup- 
plied when examining doctors con- 
sider them necessary. No treatment 
is undertaken without the full con- 
sent of the parents or guardians of 
the children. 

At the clinic on July 20 it is hop- 
ed that parents will take advantage 
of the opportunity of obtaining ad- 
vice as to the defects or deformities 
that might handicap their children 
without any obligation to themsely- 
es,

Rigors of Winter 


In August of 1931 this section of 
the trans-Canada highway was be- 
gun, and by January of that year 
48 camps were occupied by 5900 
men, 


During the cold winter and 
spring months of 1932, right-of-ways 
were cut, cleared and stumped de- 
spite the deep snows. Gravel-pits 
Were opened up, swamps drained, 
tote roads built. 


Pay ranged, according to the fi- 
nancial condition of the govern- 
ment, from 30 cents an hour to $5 
a month with board. Most of the 
Workmen were single’men or resi- 
dents of the communities through 
which the-road was being driyen. 
The working force varied at dif- 
ferent seasons with the relief needs 
of the province, but the work never 
stopped, being driven ahead sum- 
mer and winter under the most-dis- 
couraging conditions, 


First Direct Link 


Now the lake region of Canada 
has its first direct automobile link 
with the west without the incon- 
yenience cf passing southward into 
the United States and submitting 
to the customs nuisance at each 
crossing of the border.

The village of Bobcaygeon follow- 
ing the local option voting on Mon- 
day will remain dry.

In subdivision No. 1, the No's 
(those in favor of admitting beer) 
had a majority of 39 and in Sub- 
division No. 2, they had a majority 
of 84 for a total majority of 123. 
‘The ‘total number of votes polled for 
the No’s were 363 and for Yes, 240. 

In conversation with the corres- 
pondent it was the opinion that 
there would be no controversy over 
the result as Lindsay was taken as 
an example and the judge was very 
careful to instruct them that every- 
thing wes done according to the 
Liquor Control Act. It was very 
improbable that there would be any 
recount as the majority was quite 
decided. In all the voting there were 
only five spoiled ballots. polled.

An open verdict was returned by 
the jury in the inquest into the 
death of Wilfred Hore, 49-year-old 
Fenelon Township farmed who was 
Killed, while riding a bicycle on No. 
36 highway, by a car driven by 
Harry Puffer, of Lindsay. The acci- 
dent happened on the evening of 
July 9 and the victim died in the 
Ross Memorial Hospital on Thurs- 
day, July 11. The jury required just 
twenty minutesa to return the fol- 
lowing verdict: 

“Wilfred Hore died at the Ross 
Memorial Hospital on July 11, 1935, 
from injuries received on July 9,/ 
1935 by colliding, while riding a bic] 
cycle, with a car driven by Harry 
Puffer cn Highway No. 36 about % 
mile south of the Pleasant Point 
schoolhouse.” 

Coroner Dr. W. G. Collison pre- 
sided at this inquest and the ques- 
tioning of the witnesses was done by 
J. B. Anderson, K.C., Crown Attor- 
ney. The personnel of the jury is 
as follows: F. Broom, W. McCrae, 
EK. Sylvester, foreman; J. N. Ken- 
nedy, L. Richman, S. Beal and Or- 
ville Culbert. 

Dr. Hugh Logan 

Dr. Logan told how he had been 
called on the evening of the acci- 
dent and had found Hore lying on 
the side of the road and he made a 
cursory examination after which he 
waa taken te the hospital where he 
wes woeme wo we suffering from a 
broken spine which resulted in par- 
alyais, and a double fracture of the 
eft leg.

Provincial Highway Traffic Of- 

ficer J: C. Massingham recalled 
being called to the scene of the 
accident and seeing Mr. Hore lying 
on his back on the west shoulder 
of the road with his head to the 
north. He stated that the bicycle 
was in the ditch but the rear wheel 
was found 91 feet north of the 
balance of the bicycle and two feet 
out on the highway. The bicycle 
was damaged mostly at the rear 
part of the vehicle, he stated. There 
was a bracket that might have held 
a reflector and he found some red 
glass that might have been a re- 
flector. Found that the brakes in 
the Puffer car were excellent. A 
headlight was damaged by the im- 
pact and the cow] was dented, 
Pictures of the car were identified 
by the officer, and the photos of 
the scene of the accident were ex- 
plained to the jurors by the officer. 
From the looks of the bicycle I'd 
be inclined to think it was going 
south. 

Stanley Bright 
Mr. Bright identified the pictures 
as photos being taken by himself. 

H. Puffer 

Mr. Puffer was brought back to 
answer @ question by a member of 
the jury as to whether he could 
swear that the bicycle was proceed-

J. E. Anderson 
The Crown Attorney was very 
brief in charging the jury. “No one 
is on trial,” said Mr. Anderson, 
“there has been no chunge laid, as 
yet.” It isn't necessary for a cor- 
oner's jury to spend a great deal 
of time solving doubts as to how 
the accident happened. If you are 
‘of the opinion that there was no 
fault on the part of the driver you 
should say so, If you are unques- 
tionably of the opinion that the 
driver was in the wrong I think it 
1s your duty to say so. If you are 
in doubt you are not obliged to say

Head Bowed Before Conqueror, Peiping 
Stolidly Accepts

PEDPING, China, July 19,—There 
ds no tramp of marching feet nor do 
bugles echo across the fields, The 
hard, clear sunlight reflects no flash 
of bright bayonets along Peiping’s 
ancient and crumbling walls and the 
Chinese farmer tills his land undis- 
turbed in the peace of the North 
China plain. 


‘Yet the great, dark shadow of the 
Rising Sun flag has fallen over a 
venerable people and an olden land, 
and its tasseled fringes have stirred 
the dust on the mouldering Dragon 
‘Throne itself in Peiping’s Forbidden 
City. The old capital of Cathay has 
quietly fallen before a new and vig- 
erous allen horde. 


Today North China is actually, if 
not nominally, a rich addition to 
the spreading Japanese Empire. The 
conquest of the Asiatic mainland by 
stocky, stolid little soldiers of Dai 
Nippon, which began in September, 
1931, with the blowing up of a rall- 
way track in the Manchurian plain, 
has gathered momentum in the last 
four years. 


Moye Relentlessly On 


‘The grim invaders, encouraged by 
ene victory after another, press 
more and more impatiently on, 
south and west into the treasure 
house of the Chinese Republic.

The 
era in which he lived was one of

flected in the {deals which influ- 
enced the people and in the easy 
and luxuriant living of the fortun- 
ate, while the poor were disregard- 
ed and crushed. 


Amos, a herdsman, or a farmer, 
accustomed to the simple ways and 
the clear vision of a man of the 
fields, did not see all that— was 
happening as did those whose eyes 
were blinded by the pageant of 
prosperity. He perceived that the 
prosperity was based upon an un- 
sound foundation, that wealth was 
being built up by the oppression 
and grinding of the poor, and that 
Uttle value was placed upon essen- 
tial justice and right. 

(Even in the apparent prosperity 
institutions he saw 
something hollow and unsound. A 
wealthy age was adorning and em- 
bellishing religion with the things 
that satisfied its own superficial 
soul, but was neglecting the essen- 
tial commandments of God and 
the primary duties of man toward 
man. 


oes \§ 

Thus it was that Amos came 
from his simple life and his clear 
vision, measuring society with the 
plumb line, prophesying very di- 
rectly the great fact that no so- 
ciety could live in such a way and 
long maintain its life. 

The portion chosen as the les- 
son is hardly adequate, and both 
teachers and students would do 
attention to 
the entire chapters 4 and 7 if not 
to the whole book. 

It is noteworthy that Amos saw 
the weakness of society in his time, 
ang the things that were greatly 
endangering it, when these weak- 
nesses and dangers had not become 
apparent to others.

Allan Detlor is a man who has 
seen the world and a man who has 
met people. He is 68 years of age 
and in that 68 years he has packed 
the experience to be gained from 
wide travelling and the meeting of 
famous people in various parts of 
the world. He is 68 years of age but 
ito look into his laughing blue eyes 
and to hear his hearty laugh is to 
see the yery essence of youth and to 
realize the craving in his heart for 
the sight of new people and new 
countries. His home is in Elmtree, 
Frontenac County, Ontario, and he 
stopped on his way through Lindsay 
from North Bay. He is one of the 
most interesting men to have visit- 
ed this office in some years and his 
very presence seemed to be the 
breath of travel and experience 
which is not the common man’s lot 
to have. 

He was born In the above-men- 
tioned place, the son of a shoe- 
maker and harhess-maker and at 
the age of twelve years entered in- 
to the employ of the ‘Addington 
Reporter” as a printer’s devil. He 
was paid the magnificent salary of 
$1.00 a week, out of which he 
boarded himself, He received an 
extra quarter for printing the pa- 
per on the one-hand press, a pro- 
cess that required working all night 
and took about one minute for each 
paper, a far-cry from the speedy 
printing on a modern press. 

He left the employ of the news- 
paper and learned the trade of shoe- 
making from his father and follow- 
ed that vocation for two years un- 
til the advent of factory-made shoes 
killed the trade. Then he went at 
farming at which occupation he 
worked until he was bitten by the 
wanderlust bug. 

His first step was to enlist as 4 
yolunteer under Col. Sam Hughes in 
1905 at Barriefield. Col. Hughes lat- 
er became a Major-General and 
later the Minister of Militia, Mr. 
Detlor served in the 21st Regiment 
under Lt.-Col. John Hughes, a bro- 
ther of Sir Sam's in the Kingston 
District. He was too old and too 
small to reman with this crack body 
of men so he volunteered to go 
overseas With the 146th in 1916. 
Tn 1917 he met a Mr, Lines, in the 
Royal Mews, Buckingham Palace, 
and from this man, who is head 
coachman to the King, he received 
many Jubilee souvenirs, and three 
gold buttons, two tunic buttons and 
one robe: button, one from the era 
of the relgns of Queen Victoria.

“I don't know if it's superstition 
or not but in the water by the boat- 
house I saw the skeleton of Polito’s 
(fruit-store owner) dog that was 
run over by an auto I told Catherine 
and so we all went atong the river- 
bank to where we fell in, 

“My mother was tired carrying 
the baby so she gave her to Cath- 
erine. Caherine is supposed to take 
care of the baby. We all stood on 
the log just by the bank dipping 
oug feet in the water. Mother stay- 
ed on the bank and told us to come 
back or we'd fall in, But we thought. 
we knew better. 

“Then there came a clap of thun- 
der and some lightning and we all 
fell off the log. It was slippery, 
I’m not afraid of thunder if I know 
it's coming but this one scared me. 
I fell in first, It was the first time 
I was ever swimming.” 

“Agnes and William were beside 
me and they fell in next. Then 
Catherine fell in with the baby in 
her arms. I tried to tell them how 
to swim but I kept going under. 

“Clarence McGee saved the baby 
and pulled Catherine and William, 
My mother helped me out and I 
started to run home. I didn’t have 
my shoes on. But I got tired soon 
and somebody pulled me home in 
William’s on. At home I got 
under the sheets and felt better,” 

A Young Hero 

Clarence Magee, aged 
who resides at 23 Kent St. B., 
proved himself a hero when, fol- 
lowing the frantic yelling of Perry 
Armstrong, 42 King St. that “some 
kids are drowning in the river,” he 
rushed from the locks where he 
to a polnt directly 
across the river from where the 
tragedy occurred and plunged in. 
“IT thought there was only one

when interviewed following the 
tragle Incident, “I swam to the 
middle of the river and saw the 
woman pulling a boy out, I was 
going to turn back when the boy 
yelled to me that there were three 
more in there so IT swam across 
hurriedly, I saw the baby float- 
ing in the water ond dragged tt 
to the shore. I told the lady to 
go and get a doctor and she walk- 
ed away. The boy who had been 
helped out by his mother hdd run 
home crying. By this time Mr, 
Pollock and Mr, McNickle were on 
the bank.

As soon as I got her 
out I saw that there was another 
abt the bottom of the river so I dlv- 
ed in again and this time brought 
up the little boy.’

Conflicting Report 

Contrary lo a story told by Ga- 
vin Wallace, to the effect that his 
mother pulled him out of the 
water, is a story told by Miss Jean 
Rutherford, St. David St, Miss 
Rutherford said: “I was going down 
King St. when I heard the kiddies 
yell and some man came running 
out of the house across the road 
in nis bare feet, {b was the house 
next. to Marshall Shephen's. I saw 
the kiddies in the water and the 
woman was standing on the bank. 
One of the children was trying to get 
oul and the mother kept pushing 
him back in, The baby was float- 
ing near the shore. The boy fin- 
ally got out himself without as- 
sistance. 
“The children were crying loud- 
ly when I first saw them when I 
was about 300 feet away from them 
across the river. I saw the two 
boys come and pull the baby out 
of the water so I started to walk 
away then.” 

At Priests’ House 

The events at the priests’ house 
when the woman arrived there in 
a very excited state were recalled 
for a reporteq by Rt. Rev. W. G. 
McColl and Rey. Earl Grant. 
“We were sitting on the veranda 
about six-thirty Saturday evening,” 
said Father Earl Grant,” when this 
woman approached through the 
side gate in the hedge fence and 
rushed to the veranda in a state 
bor&ting on hysteria. She was 
talking quite a lot but for the most 
part what she said was unrecog- 
nizable, The only thing we could 
make out from what she was say- 
ing was that she hag thrown “her 
children in the river. Father Mc- 
Carney, who was sitting on the 
veranda with me immediately took 
the woman into the house where 
Monsignor McColl was and left her 
there with him. He then called 
Dr. Gleeson told him about the 
Incident, and left for the river. 
The woman stayed in the priests’ 
house until the Chief of Police ar- 
rived shortly after eight o'clock, 
The Monsignor talked to her about 
different subjects In an effort to 
distract her ming from the terrible 
events of the previous hour. He 
spoke to her about her previous 
life In England where she was em- 
ployed as 2 maid in the residence 
of Lord Norfolk. The Monsignor 
expressed the fear that she might 
déstroy herself but she promised 
him that she wouldn't do that. The 
police arrived and Mrs. Wallace 
went quietly to the car. 
On Sunday morning Monsignor 
McColl spoke of the evident air of 
clillure the woman possessed, pos- 
sibly, as he sald, the result of her 
contact with the aristocracy in 
Dngland. “She never recelyed any 
higher education than the public 
school,” sald the priest, “but she 
has an air of culture about her 
that can only be attributed to her 
years In the employ of thé arlsto- 
cracy in England,” 
He paid tribute to the 
mother of the children for the 
religious education they haye im- 
parteq to thelr children. "They 
are easily the best informed Ca- 
tholie children in the parish,” he 
said, Sunday was children's Sun- 
day in St, Mary's Church, the Sun- 
day on which the children are to 
receive Holy Communion in a body. 
The mother saw that the children 
were at confession In the afternoon 
and apparently they were taken to 
the river immediately after 
turning home from the church 
"Tt shows the aberrations of the 
woman’s mind,” he ead.

DROWNING HORRIFIES COM 


Russel Cairo Overcome 
By Cynadide Fumes 
When Hike Strayed In- 
to Building Left Un- 
locked. 


Slricken by the deadly fumes of 
jeyanide polson, 4-yenr-old* Russtl 
Cairo of 962 Queen Street West, 
Toronto, was found dying in the 
doorway of his home Sunday after- 
noon and he expfxed half an hour 
later in St. Joseph's Hospital, where 
he@had been rushed in a city am- 
bulance. r 

Two sections of the three-story 
apartment house were being fumi- 
gated on Sunday when the child 
pushed open the doorway leading 
upstairs. 

Glaring red slense warning of the 
danger within, had been posted on 
the doo, The chiid, unable to read, 
ignored the placards. 

He was found by his aunt, Lor- 
etta Cairo, his ‘body sprawled 
across the foot of the stairs, his foot, 
holding the door part way open. 
The discovery was made five min- 
utes after his parents had reported 
to police that he was missing. 

A full investigation of the death 
will be made by the Chief Coroner 
Dr. M. M. Crawford, and an inquest 
wll be held within ten days, 
Contrary to health regulations, 
the doors to the building were not 
locked. The contracting fumigator, 
Norton Fry of 199 Browning Aye, 
declared that there had been no 
keys on the doorway. Warning signs 
had been posted and a watchman 
set to guard the doors, he stated. 
The child was a nephew of John- 
ny Cairo, distance swimmer, who 
has participated in the C.N.E. swim. 
He and his father, William Fry 
the watchman, were taken to No. 3 
Police Station for questioning, but 
were not held by the authorities. 
The watchman was said to have 


place when, the tragedy ocurred. 
About 2 o'clock in the afternon 
the parents missed the child and 
they started to search for him, as- 
sisted ‘by relatives. At 230 they 
phoned for police aid and five min- 
Utes later the aunt cime upon the 
dying child, 
The poison had been set about 
10 o'clock in the morning in the 
suites above 960 and 962 Queen St 
West. The Cairo home, on the top 
floor was not being fumigated, but 
the poison had been set in an a= 
partment below and the suites next 
door. All of the occupants had been 
ordered out of the house. 

Child Strayed 
In the interval, the Cairo family 
had been living in the residence of 
the child's grandparents, at 968 
Queen West and it was from here 
that the child strayed. 
Coroner Dr. J. Laxton Watson 
was called to investigate the death 
by the Chief Coroner's office. At 
a late hour yesterday the date of 
the inquest had not been fixed. 
Besides his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James Cairo, the child is survived 
by two brothers, Vincent, aged nine 
fnd Thomas, seven. 
Other tenants in the building 
were Mrs, Peggy Nolan, Thomas 
Seok and a family named Garrett.

On the exterior, at least, 
they will be twin structures, neo- 
classic in design. The Fuehrer 
Building will be especially impres- 
sive Inside, “wits ils giant ~ yellow 
pillars and two grand Sweeping 
stalr cases. Here will be the offices 
of Hitler, of Rudolf Hess, whom he 
made deputy leader of the party, 
and of other chieftains in the Nazi 
organization. Here, too, will be an 
ornate council chamber where Hil-

Tt is hoped to have both struc- 
(ures completed sometime in 1936. 
If this program is adhered tp, the 
buildings will be dedicated wilh 
some of the grandiose ceremonies 
even the Nazis have been able 
contrive.

Aims to Pacify 
Southern States 

The political motive in favoring 
Munich is plain to nim who knows 
German history. Always the south- 
ern German tribes were jealous of 
the predominating Prussian state, 
Hence they held rigidly to their 
old frontiers. Hitler dared to do 
what even Bismarck never at- 
tempted. He broke down all’ statt 
frontier lines and made of Ger- 
Many one Reich. But to appease 
the feelings of the southerners, he 
decreed two things: 

First—that Munich should  for- 
eyer be the seat of the Nazi party, 

Second— that Nuremberg should 
forever be the place where the 
greatest; mass domonstrations of 
the party should occur.
